Private despatches from Halifax confirm 


the published accounts that the disease ou 
board steamship England is the veritable, 
cholera. Tbe large percentage of deaths, 
fifty out of one hundred and fifty taken 
down with the disorder, indicates its veno- 
mous character. 
With 
twelve hundred 


passengers ia the filthy holdi of an emigrant 
vessel, and probably without adequate reme- 
dies-to stay the progress of the disorder, it 
is not wonderful that so many fell victims. 


In re,gard to the future it is in vain to 


make any prediction. Halifax is a reasonably 
healthy city, with wholesome breezes from 
the sea to purify it from infection, aud we 
may escape all danger 
from that quarter 


to find it in an opposite direction. 
It is a 


remarkable fact, ho'wever, that when the pes 
tilence first reached out shores ic 1832, it 
•was brought iu a vessel to .Quebec, and 
thence spread with fearful rapidity, appear- 
ing within a few weeks at New York city 
and other places, creating great ravages. 


Since then the disease has become better 


understood, and with reasonable care and 
precaution is not 
considered a dangerous 


disorder, except when dirt and filth convert 
it into a devastating epidemic. 


The Old Functionary at Work. 


James Buchanan, who sat quietly by 


and permitted the leading mea ia his Cab- 
inet to organize the rebellion, and who was 
driven into retirement by the sharp indig 
nation of a loyal people, has emerged from 
that retirement to try to cns'neer the Cop- 
perheads and secession-sympathizers into 
power.

Tfie New Civil Rights Law. 


We give below a full abstract of the bill 


"to protect u!l persons in the United States 
in their civil rights, and furnish the means 
for their vindication." This bill having 
passed both brauches of Congress o?er the 
veto of the President, i* now a law :

and Imprisonment not esceedingsix months, 
by indictment before the United States 
district court or the proper court of criminal 
jurisdiction, if committed within any one 
of the organized Territories of the United 
States.

and their deputies, and clerks of district 
and territorial courts, shall be paid for

WASHINGTON, April II. — Speaker Col- 


fax was last night serenaded ia Washington 
by a number of his fellow-citizens of Ind. 
During the course of his remarks he said 
he was prouder to day of the great Union 
organization of which he was a member, than 
ever before, and that AdministtatioDS, Con-. 
greeses, and parties might pass away, but 
the record which the Republican party has 
made will shine with brighter glory on our 
country's pages than any other in the an- 
nals of our country's history. 
Among the 


many causes of rejoicint; at this hour, Spea- 
ker Collax said, was the fact that ''to day, 
under the legislation of the American Con- 
gress, :n this great Republic there, is no 
person — rich or poor, high and humble, 
learned or unlearned — who does not live in 
security,- under the protection ot equal 
laws."' Ue said that the Civil Rights bill, 
misrepresented as it has been, would never 
be repealed, aud in the year.s'tbat are yet to 
come it will be a proud recollection aud the 
ciowning honor of those men who stood up 
in the Senate and House of Representatives 
in its defence that thay gave that Ameri- 
can Ma'jna Charta their cordial support. 
In reference to "reconstruction," Mr Col- 
fax said he did not think there had been 
any unreasonable delay on the part of Con- 
gress, as that body had been engaged since 
its assembling in collecfing testimony, in 
compaiing opinions and action to lay the 
foundation of that plan of reconstruction 
which shall make our Union eternal a1! the 
ages 
The test oath was defended, and de- 


clared to be indicative of tho policy of Con- 
gress, and it was not contemplated by that 
body that- the persons now claiming seats 
therein from the late rebellious States, who 
had insultingly turned their backs on Con- 
gress, and spiyned their seatb, who had 
killed the Union's defenders and attempted 
to capture the Capital, would with the as- 
surance of the past demand that they should 
govern the country. 
Mr. Colfax cited oth- 


er instances in which Congress bad defined 
its policy, and said that under tho Consti- 
tution of the Uuited Stated, Congress — atid 
Congress alone — was the only power legal- 
ly authorized to act on the subject. 
He 


expressed his regret that Congress had not 
been called together at the tiuie^pf Lee's 
surrender, as he belicvi-d a policy of recon- 
struction would have boec agreed upon ac- 
ceptable to both tho Legislative and Eseo 
utive branches of the Government. 
He be- 


lieved that the President had entered on 
bis policy and work of reconstruction pa- 
tiioticaily, a&d that he thought as an expe- 
riment it would oe well to test it before Con- 
gress assembled. The policy had been tried 
but he did not believe it developed a spirit 
of loyalty in tbe South, 
In concluding his 


remarks Mr Collnx said his policy was the 
'•policy of reconstruction laid down by An- 
drew John=nc, with such emphasis and ear- 
nestness, in his speeches made to the pub- 
lic between the mouth of June, 1SC4, nnd 
the month of May, 1SC5 " -He endorsed 
his Nashville speech at the time of Lee's 
surrender. lie (Mr 
Collax) believed in 


them then, and believed in them now, and 
they were the proper construction of the 
Baltimore platform. 
The sentiments enun- 


ciated ou those occasions could be condensed 
into one single sentence, and that is "Thnt 
loyal men shrill yovem a preserved liepuli 
lie!" 
The Congress of tbe United States 


stands by that doctrine,"a;ifZrt willprevail.' 


Condition ol the South. 


The testimony produced before tbe Re- 


construction Committee, in regard to the 
condition of the lataly rebellious States has 
been in part made public, and demonstrates 
the almost utter absence of anything akin 
to loyalty among the majority of the white 
population. 
The substance of tbe testimo- 


ny is thus tersely stated by the Washington 
Chroinde : 


I Th-tt there is throughout tho South 


a ceneral host.iity toward the Government 
of the Uuited States, and a manifest indis- 
position upon ihe part of the people, espe- 
cially the pardoned leaders and poiiiicians, 
to accept the results of the rebellion. 


II. That there is a disposition to pros- 


cribe Unioninstp, whether found in 
the 


South, or coming Jrom the North, or in 
other words to make loyalty orito"o alj(] 
treason respectable, and that there is an 
unconcealed hatied toward tbe freedmen, 
and a general desire to oppress thrni. 


III. That so far as all the elements of 


good citizenf-hip are concerned, the negroes 
are better prepaied ior enfranchisement 
than the poor whiUs. 
They are more loy- 


al, more industrious, more anxious to obtain 
an education, and better able to take care 
of themselves aud those dependent upon 
them. 


IV. That there is a wide-epread desire 


upon the part of the more wealthy and in- 
fluential of the late tiaitors to assume the 
rebel debt and to demand compensation for 
the'r liberated slaves. 


V. That the gt-nuine loyalists of the 


South are for obvious reasons against the 
admission of the late rebels to power, either 
in the Slate or National Government. 


VI. That the magnanimous policy of the 


Government has not been reciprocated, and 
that the pardoning of tbo leading rebels 
has had an injurious effect upon tho work 
of restoration, and has tended to discourage 
loyalty.

A Horrible Tragedy. 


A WHOLE FAMILY MURDERED, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—A terrible 


crime was discovered this evening in the 
lower section of the city—the massacre of 
a family of seven persons : Christopher 
Deeriug, -wife, niece' and four children of 
Mr. Deering's, residing at tha farm at Point 
House road aud Jones' lane. 


It ig supposed that the murder was com- 


mitted last Friday by a German laborer on 
the farm. 
The crime was discovered by 


finding the bodies of Deeriog and his wife 
in the barn. 
One of the victims wns a 


baby-only ten months old. 
Plunder seems 


to have been the sole object. 
The borsea 


and cattle iu the stable were found to be ia 
a famishing condition. 


The Ledger, in its account of thw terri- 


ble tragedy, says that the bodies of Deer- 
iug and his niece were discovered in the 
barn, covered with hay, and the others in 
the corn crib, covered similarly. 
It is sup- 


posed the murder was committed last Sa- 
turday by a man and boy who had been 
hired by Mr. Deering, and had lived with 
the family for two months past. 


The .--upposed murderers have disappear- 


ed. Dcenug and his niece were from home 
on Saturday morning, and it is supposed 
that hia wife aud children were murdered 
during his absence and that he and his 
niece'were killed on their return. 
The 


bodie^ presented 
a horrible appearance 


having been mutilated with a knife nnd 
axe. 


Only one of the family survives, a child 


aged ten years, who is on a visit to distant 
relatives. 
Deering was a cattle dealer, 38 


}ears of age. 
The niece, Miss Keating, 


was 45 
The four children ranged from 


14 months to S years. 
The residence ia 


situated about a mile and a half below the 
navy yard. 
The ttagic occurrence has 


produced quite a sensation io the city. 


ANOTHER BODY TOUSD. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 12 —An addition- 


al victim to the hornblo tragedy down thfa 
Neok was discovered fhis Morning, the 
body of a boy earned Cornelias Carey being 
fouud under the hay stack- 
The murderers 


had crushed the child's head with » ham- 
mer and cnt his throat. 
Clothes supposed 


to belong to the murderer, and stained 
with blood, have been found. 


The Bulletin 
gives the following des- 


cription of the supposed 
murderer : A 


German named Anthony or An'one, aged 
twenty eight to thirty ; height five feet 
seyen inches; very muscular; light com- 
plexion"; slight moustache" and goatee; 
pimples on his face ; round-shouldered; 
walks slow,, taking long strides ; speaks im- 
perfect English. 
The police are making 


every effort to secure his arrest. 


DESCRIPTION OP THE ASSASSIN1. 


The detectives describe tbe assassin 89 


being five feet eleven inches ; twenty five 
to twenty eight years of iige ; round shoul- 
dered, with no whiskers, but a thin, light 
moustache, inclined to curl at the endij ; 
downcast look ; weight 175 to 180 pounds, 
loosely made aad shuffling gait, and speaks 
broken English.

in the army, aad formerly from Brooklyn. 
Property missins :'Two revolvers, one large 
and one small; a musket and shot gun ; 
black frock coat; black satin vest j black 
pants : brown overcoat; a pair of long out- 
side boots ; two compound intsreat notes of 
the value of fifty dollars ; one twenty dollar 
compound interest note ; two gold rings, 
one pet with a purple stone ; one gold chain 
with long links and chased bar at tbe end, 
and four ten-cent pieces.
